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OUR LONDON LETTER. 


(From Our Correspondent.) 


London, September 10, 
Politics of the War. 

he colossal European corflist 
bis reached, so far as ils militery 
aspect ia concerned, a sort of 
doldrums, Though the calm is 
more apysrant then real, great or 
decisive events hang fire. But 
never since the war began hae ite 
politics boeneo agitated and etren- 
uous, The world has now come 
to the interlude in Armageddon, 
and, bebind the enbdued roar of 
the cannon, the world’s chancel- 
lories faintly catoh the duloet or 
resping voices of the diplomats, 
who may be called the stage 
managera of this dreadful show. 
Delicate strings are now being 
subtly palled in many ways all 
over the world. Though tho atate- 
ment may he officially and cate- 
gorically denied, the fact remaing 
that Germany ia now, or haa 
just been, making a fervent bid 
for pesco. Whether this man- 
oeuvre merely covers some new 
trick of frightfatoesa will appear 
in good time. The wall-informed 
opinion of those who may fairly 
claim to be as mach ‘in the 
know’ as anybody is that Gor- 
mepy very sincerely desires 
peace, Her maximum effort has 
been made. Her arme at this 
moment have, it ia dogmatically 
asserted, attained their full 
potential supremacy. She will 
never be able toenter the pesce 
conference halla more heavily 
armed nor with more booty to use 
as pawns in the grand matoh af 
the nations. Those who take this 
view sre convinced that general 
exhaastion, in men, munitions, 
and money, begins slresdy to 
haunt the dreams of Potadam, and 
tbat, unless ahe reslly bolieves 
conclusive and absolate victory 
my atill bo hers, now is the 
moment for Germeny to roar as 
likes sucking dovo as the Prassisn 
drill-cergeant habit will ellow. 

Allies Adamant. 

Bat German diplomacy has 
never been the equal of Prussian 
militarism. It may have rivalled 
it in atrocity and perfidy, bat not 
in sheer grim efficiency. Liplo- 
mscy haa nevar been the strong 
genius of the Teutonio reco. For 
one thing diplomacy requires 
manners, and, for another, eubt- 
lety, and neither in any true Aense 
has ever been the distinguishing 
gilt of the German. The Allies 
have been busily propagand- 
ing too, and orusading, in the 
diplomatic manner. It is reassur- 
ing to anyone who thoroughly 
reslisos what would be the 
mesning of sn inconolnsive 
peace, know. on sound 


to 


authority that the Allies have! hand 


never before been so agreed as 
now. Msny suspicions and eome 
misunderatandings have . been 
cleared away, there is a fixed aad 
common parpose set for cach and 
all, and there will be no posce, 
except on our own terme, oven 
though Petrograd in 1015 hen to 
follow the example of Moscow in 
1812, The trath is that 
Russia, Italy, France, and 
England, but especially Russia 
and Italy, are determined to break 
for good end ‘all the economic 
Setters. that Gormany hse been 
riveting round their necka for half 
Bozatury almost. A particularly 
able and very inflaential Italian

politician, with wom I discussed 
cffsire thia week, afforded me 
remarkablo revelation of the 
extent to which German finance 
Yai captored Italy.

Germany 
hag in fact pursued 8 policy of 
peaceful and financial penetration 
in her quondam Ally's territory for 
years ond deoades. Bat the 
Italian people are cot lacking 
either in subtlety, or farsighted- 
ness. They have long hated the 
crippliog Alliance, and detest the 
pusbfal enterprise, that boand 
them up with the Kaiser's Welt- 
politik, They have suffered almost 
as bitterly asthe Russians. Like 
the rest of the Entente Allies, 
they ere adamant in the resolve 
to apply to Germany and al! 
things German Lord Rosebery’s 
“clean slate ” policy. 
No German Peace. 

The croakera who go about 
whispering suggestions of dis- 
onion and dieaster are either 
German emissaries or persona of 
wonk perceptions. They are also 
profoondly ignorant of the tray 
facta and actual trend of events. 
Russia last of all will seek a 
German peace. The Kaiser will 
compel a peacoin the East only by 
conquest, and not even the Most 
High ever dreame of really con- 
quering Russia. Every mile his 
legions batter their way towards 
the far distant Steppes makes 
peace ‘with Russia more improb- 
able and war with s new Balkan 
Allianca more certain. When 
the Ruesiana were breaking 
the baok of Austria the Balkan 
States could inke aio calm 
and philosophic outlook on the 
war. Now the Austro-Germuna 
have pushed the Ressians beck, 
end are beginning to look to- 
wards the minarets of Constan- 
tine’s City, the Balkan Stutes are 
in a turmoil of apprehensjon. 
As Aeneas, that old friend of our 
ecbooldays, aid to Dido, “Jam 
ardot Ucalegon.”

Papers newly arrived from Home print a Berne wire which 
s3ys:—"'Private information received from Germany indicates 6 
gradual change of public opinion there with regard to Gréat Britain's 
shure in the war, Among educated people there ie just apprecia- 
tion of the work done by the British navy, while the doggedness 
displayed by the British troops in the Dardanelles is asid to be 
receiving 8 certain amount of grudging praise.” And thie is but 
ove of a hundred minor indications of Germany’a steadily if slowly 
changing opinion of our race. Preconceptions and traditional bo- 
liefa die hard. [tie but yesterday that the Frenchman, in the oyes ot 
the British schoolboy and workman, was an undersized man, subsiat- 
ing entirely on frogs, shrugging his shoulders by dey and by night, 
and having no more fighting instinct thane tame rabbit, Similarly, 
even since “yesterday,” tho German notion of the Britisherhas been 
on immensely tall man with crooked logs, wearing a ‘“glengarry” 
cap and a “‘norfolk" auit, perpetually emoking a pipe and shouting 
tho national cath between tho puffs; hopelessly ignorant of art, 
letters, philosophy, science and military matters, ond given ap 
either to sport or to money-grubbing, Travelled Germona knew 
that thie was not quite a faithful pictore, just as travelled Britishora 
knew thet the forcifal caricatare of the Frenchmen was Jacking in 
fidelity to real life; but the stay-at-home German would have gone 
on for anotber contury thinking that he knew exactly whay the 
Britieher was like—if it had not bean for the war.

Some American Views. 


Wo reprint the following from 
the New Vork Literary Digest: 
German apologists wore much 
more frequent in their references 
to Kultur in the early days of the 
war than they have been of 
late. In those days they seemed 
to fool that its spirit must win the 
world’s admiration and make clear 
the blessings of its extension, 
forcible or otherrrise: Most people 
not German misunderatood its 
meaning aero aod, mistak- 
ing it for its English cognate 
: re, found serious diacrep- 
ancies, ‘The outlander has‘come 
now to accept it in the terms of 
its definition by Prof, cheorgs 
Santayana as “not, like culture, 
a matter of miscollaneoas private 
attainments snd rofinod }tastes, 
bat, xather, Participation in a 
national parposa and in the moans 
of executing it.” Professor San- 
tayana hes given it a considered 
explication in the New Republic 
(Now York), calling it the Ger- 
"man’s expression for freedom. 
The freedom they seo is not 
that apprehended in “free jand 

; Amerios,” but the perfect 
_ “organization of the Prussian 
~moaarcby.” This freedom hag no 


sibility of choice or private 
initiative. Professor Santayana 
likens it to that ‘‘sense of free- 
dom which we acquire when we 
do gladlyand well what we should 
have to do anyhow.” It lies 
in such a deep love and under- 
standing of what is actually 
established that you would not 
have it otherwise;. you appro- 
priate snd bless it all and 
feel it to bo the providential 
expregsion of your owa spicit.” 
The basis of the view is 
Hegelianism, and the professors 
of it arguo in this way against 
any other: 

“For libsial freedom, for in- 
dividaslism, those philosophers 
hava a great contempt. Taey aay 
aman is nothing bat the sum 
of his relations to other things, 
and if he shoald throw off one 
alter snother thease constitutive 
bonds, he would find his private 
residuam of a aelf to bo a mathe- 
matical point and a naked apie 
incapable of willing or of choos- 
ing anything, And they 
farther asy that a dutiful soul is 
right in feeling that the world it 
accepts and co-operates with is its 
own work; for socording to their 
metaphysics, the world is only 
an idea which each man makes 
after his own image, and even as 
you are, so is the world you im- 
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agine youlive in. Only a foolish, 
recaloitrant porson, who does not 
recogniz; the handiwork of hie 
own spirit sbout him, rebels 
Bgainst it, and thereby cancela 
his natural’ freedom; for 
everyrvhere he finds contradic- 
tions and closed doora and 
irksome necessities, being divid- 
ed against himself and con- 
stantly bidding hia left hand undo 
what hia right hand ia doing, So 
that, paradoxical as it may seem, 
it isonly when you conform that 
you are free, while if you rebel 
and secede you become a slave. 
Your spiritual servitude in such 
8 caso would only ba manifesting 
itself in a phénomenal form if the 
Government should put you in 
prison.” 

This kind of freedom is what 
the Germans call Kultur, “ Every 
nation haa certuin characteristic 
inatitations, certain representative 
writers and stateamen, past and 
present, certain forms of art and 
industry, a certaintyps of policy 
and moral inspiratioa. ‘These 
are its Kultur,” German Kultur, 
explains this writer, “ resembles 
tho polity of ancient citios and of 
the Obristian Qharsh in that it 
constitutes ts definite, suthorita- 
tive, earnest discipline, a training 
which is practical, and ia thought 
to be argent ond momentous.” 
Some theoriata among the Gar- 
mans urgo that it ig not to bo 
extended to other nations, 
Houston Stewart Ohamberlaia, a 
Teatonized Englishman, argues 
that it is “capable of endless 
growth and modification by men 
ot Teutonic blood, yot is limited 
externally or in space, in that 
i ig not communicable 

other — races,” Thus: 

‘ Non-Teutons should never ba 
summoned therefore, to acquiro 
the German spirit, which they 
would only pollate. Thoir proper 
roleis rather to stand by, no doubt 
overawed and filled with admi- 
ration, but left without hopo or 
fear of heing assimilsted. Yot as 
the Oburoh could admit that thera 
might be unconacious and 
virtual Obtistians among the 
heathen, who might by exoap- 
tion be saved, ao there 
may be sporadic manifestations of 
Teutonic genius in unforeseen 
quarters. Shakespeare, Danto, and 
Ohrist wero. virtual and uncon- 
scious Germans.” 

Another view deriving from 
Fichte and Hegel is that of the 
p3n-Germans who contemplate 
the whole world as deatined to be 
“subjugated and purified by tho 
German nation.” —. 

“The maatera, being by natare 
generous and kind, will allow 
their elaves, after theic work is 
done, to bask in despicable hap- 
piness, since happinezs is all (hat 
slaves ore capable of living for; 
bat they will be proudly oom- 
manded by a race of bard, righte- 
ous, unhappy, heroio German oex- 
porte, with blue eyes fixed on the 
eternal ideal.” 

German Kultur the professor 
argues,‘ bosats that it is not the 
expression of diffused human 
natare, but the product of o 
specis! and concentrated free 
will.” Theroforo — 

‘Tt is incommunicable, un- 
representative. It is uot felt by 
any one else to realize his idoal 
bat beeme foreign to him, forced 
and anamiable, Every nation 
loves its idiosyaoraties and, until 
it reflecta, thinks ita own balance 
of fooultios like ita langasge, 
more natural than other people's. 
Bat the prophota of Germanism 
have turned this blameless love 
of home and its sanotities into s 
doliborate dogma that everything 
German has o divine sa poriority. 
This dogms they have foisted on 
a flattered ‘and  trastful 
astion, with the command 
to foist iton the rest of the 
world. The fotuity of this is 
nothing now, many nations and 
religions having shared it in their 
day, and we could afford to langh 
at it if by direot and indiroot 
coercion it did not threaten to 
trespass apon our liberties, 

“What is universally scoap- 
table in German Ktdter is what it

Wool Shares, 


While the stook market as a 
whole has been mildly fluctuating, 
shares of the Nihon Keori Kaisha 
(Japan Wool Weaving Oo.). and 
Nihon Keorit to Kaisha (Japan 
Wool Spinning Oompany) which . 
are allied to each other in manage- 
ment, have been rising remark- 
ably. Recently Keoriahares were 
quoted at Yi13, now Keori sharca 
at ¥49.50, and Keito shares at 
Y59.30. This is due to the 
financial stability of the two com- 
panies, aad toincreased purchases 
of wool shares in view of the 
growing prosperity of the com- 
panies consequent upon large war 
orders. The low rato of interest 
borne by bank deponits is slso, of 
courae, a contributing factor. Oa 
Tuesaday, however, socordiag to 
the Asais, about 300 shares of 
the wool companies were placed 
on the Kobe market, which has 
consequently weakened -by Y2 to 
Y3, Keori shares being quoted at 
Y110, new Keoori at 148, aud 
Keito at Y57. In spite of this, 
the tone ia quite firm, wool shares 
boing much in request.
